We are glad 
to see our mining contemporary de- 
voting a portion of his space to the 
discussion of a question so closely 
identified with the future growth and 
prosperity of the Colony, and cordial. 
ly unite with him in expressing a 
hope that the Government will see the 
importance of exerting its utmost in- 
iluence to induce parties to take up 
land with a view to its ‘cultivation 
and raising stpck thereon. Upon 
these, more ‘than any other pursuits, 
hang the futare well-being of this and 
the neighboring Colony.—Ep. B. C.] 

“All mining gountries pass through 
their several stages of developmént, 
and we are no’ exception to the rule. 
The first stage-after the discovery of 
gold presents ithe curious anomaly 
produced by thp assemblage of a het- 
erogeneous créwd composed of all 
classes from all parts of the world, 
and comprising members of every 
—- angl trade known; the 
ardships andé privations attendant 


those whose o¢cupations had previous- 
ly spared them from hard labor, and 
alter experienting the precarious for- 
tune which thp search for gold inflicts 
on its votaries, the artizan and agri- 
cultural class®s withdraw themselves 
from the pursuit and resume their 
several occupations, poorer but wiser 
men. It is at this phase in the pro- 
gress of a mining country that the 
Government Bhould step in and by the 
offer of inducements, such as facility 
of pre-emption and settlement of land, 
formation of roads, and every other 
encouragement that ean be judiciously 
extended to the cultivator of the soil, 
secure the bone and sinew, the true 
wealth of every new country, which 
otherwise seeks employment where a 
more liberal Government can appre- 
ciate it. Héw far our Goyvernnjent 
has exerted: itself to retain the agri- 
culturists who were origitially attract- 
ed to these shores by the gold excite- 
ment, we dg not at this moment pur- 
pose to disetiss; what we wish parti- 
cularly to efucidate at present is; the 
Tare opportunity presented in ‘this 
country tothe industrious farmer who, 
we insist cah in no other country’ find 
cheap land of wonderful fertility, 
good roads,and ready markets such 
as are to be-found here. That any 
one of thesé advantages may be supe- 
rior at a giten place.we are ready to 
admit, but/the combination is un- 
equalled. We are often amused at the 
discontent ;expressed by the farmers 
of two or three years’ standing, whu 
grumble af present prices as ifthe 
consumers inflicted an absolute injury 
upon ‘then# in declining to pay the 
enormous rates of previous years, be- 
fore a tithe of the land now under 
cultivation: was taken up. This is 
really absard, the remuneration of-| 
fered at the present moment to agri- 
cultural pursuits cannot be equalled 
in any other country; they forget 
that though the expense of clearing 
tho land, purchase and packing over 
bad roads: of farming implements, 
and the difficulties of procuring suit- 
able seeds; cost large sums of money, 
much tinfe and hardship, they have 
also had their time of high prices to 
repay thém ; but now with good roads 
and competition they must expect a 
reduction-of their profits; produce in 
a year or,two will be much lower than 
it is, everton the mines, and then will 

ay the chltivator very handsomely. 

Ve are firmly convinced that large 
fortunes ‘are in store for those who 
will go tarnestly to work at stock 
raising. :There are large unsettled 
portions of this country that are un- 
equalled :for that purpose ; unrivalled 

rairies,; Covered with ass that 
is -justly celebrated for its fatten- 
ing F pea phary thousands of aéres of 
wild hay that requires but the labor of 
cutting and stacking to secure ample 
food for the winter; setting aside the 
astonishing fecundity of the soil in 
root crops, which can be grown at a 
trifling cost. All these sources of 
wealth lay waiting the willing hands 
that may be put forth to receive it, 
and we¢arnestly recommend such of 
our citizens as have the aptitude for 
the bucolic art to apply their shoulders 
to the wheel at once, and in enriching 
themselyes.they will at the same time 
advancesthe country in prosperity. It 
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has often occurred to us when we ob- 
served large tracts of land covered 


with what are called alkali patches | 


avoided by settlers as they would a 
plague, that they did not seem to 
understand the wealth they treated 
with such contempt; these patches are 
the most productive that can be chosen 
for the beet root. Some enterprising 
men of capital will reap a rich harvest

acter, and we merely throw out these 


suggestions for the consideration of 


those who are to the “manor born,” 
at the same time there are some self. 


evident facts in relation to the agri- 


cultural wealth of this country that 
sannot escape the notice of the uninitia- 
ted, and feeling the necessity of urging 
the exploration of this richest ofall 
mines of wealth, we cannot too gsre- 
quently call public attention to what 
seems to be only thought an occupa- 
tion forChinamen, who by the way 
are reaping splendid incomes from 
what our laboring population affect to 
despise.

DEPARTURE OF GOVERNOR 

. KENNEDY. 

On Tuesday the 23d October 1866, 
His Excellency Governor Kennedy, 
accompanied by:his family, embarked 
on thé/steamship Active, en route to 
England. About two and a half 
years ago Governor Kennedy artivec 
at Victoria to assume the reins of 
Government. Upon -that occasion 
His Exeellency was received with an 
enthusiasm seldom extended to a new 
and untried Governor. The people of 
all ranks appeared to vie with each 
other in the most unmeasured man- 
worship. The Press, drunk with the 
same spirit, lauded his every act, 
chronicled his. every look and nod, 
described his every movement. The] 
hero of the day could not take a walk 
er a ridé, couldn’t blow his nose, with- 
out affording an item for the flunkeys 
of the * Fourth Estate.” Of course 
this conilition of things couldn’t last 
long: it was not desirable it should. 
The “uine days wonder” over, the 
enthusidsm of Flunkeydom waned— 
died ont; and was rapidly superced- 
ed, as might be expected, by a spirit 
of carping discontent. The follies of 
& previous administration, and the 
foibles of the people, had brought the 
country: to the verge of a commercial 
and political crisis. Governor Douglas 
was removed in answer to the prayers 
of the yjeoplo, arid Governor Kennedy 
was welcomed as the saviour of the 
country. The people did not.know 
very well what they wanted them- 
selves, but there appeared to be a 
sort of undefined and undefinable im- 
pression, that the new Governor un- 
derstoofl all about their disease, and 
' knew eXactly how to apply the reme- 
dy. N6 sooner, however, did they 
discover? that he was, after all, only 
mortal, that he could not work a mi- 
racle fér them, and, moreover, that he 
was nok even free from those weak: 
nesse3 and imperfections to which 
common humanity is heir, than they 
turned Apon him, and were as merci- 
less in’ their unreasoning abuse as 
they had formerly been disgusting in 
fulsome adulation. His every act be- 
came odious, his every word was  mis- 
construed; and had not the act by 
which ‘Vancouver Island resigned at 
once ite institutions and identity asa 
‘colony of the British Empire, opened 
up a timely avenue of escape, it would 
be diffigult to predict the fate of the 
dethrotied idol of Victoria man-wor- 
shippers. We would not wish to be 
understood to claim that. Governor 
Kennedy's short but eventful admin- 
istratign in’ Vancouver Island was 
free frém error, or tliat the people had 
no just ground of complaint. He 
was probably no_ better, wiser, 
nor mére discreet than the average of 
Colonigl Governors. He was no worse. 
But the wisest and best man that ever 
wielded a sceptre could not have 
pleased the people of Victoria, any 
more than he. Perhaps, after all, the 
selection was a wise one; and it is a 
questie¢n whether the policy pursued 
by Governor Kennedy has not. most 
effectually contributed to bring about 
that political condition under which 
an unreasonable, discontented class of 
persons may be best managed, and the 
interests of the section of country they 
have brought to the verge of ruin, 
best conserved. He has had a dis- 
agreeable task to perform; and we 
would ‘not like to say that he has not 
performed it wisely and well—to the 
entire satisfaction of his superiors, as 
well as in the true interest of the 
country itself. The demonstrations 
to which Governor Kennedy’s depart- 
ure hag given rise must at best be taken 
as an éxpression of contrition on the 
part of the people of Victoria, for hay- 
ing systematically abused a good man, 
and shown at times gross disrespect to 
the representative of their Queen. One

describing the parting scene,” says : 
“ The leave-taking was very affecting; 
“ the ladies were moved to tears, and

“ever.” If our contemporary has 
not merely been indulging in his 
usual habit of exaggeration, if tears 
were really shed upon the occasion, 
may we not hope that they were tears 
of contrition, shed at the recollection 
of gross wrong consciously inflicted 
both upon the retiring ruler; and the 
humiliated country? And may we 
not hope that “Jenkins’” tears flowed 
more profusely than the rest? Having 
Samed the most it was fitting he 
should weep the loudest. Let us hope 
that the experience of the past 
two or thee years will not be altogether 
lost upon our quixotic neighdors, and 
that, now they are to beconse part of 
a great country, and come uncer a new 
and, we trust, wholesome Government, 
they will try to be on their good be- 
havior, and recollect, and lay to heart 
that well-known admirable sentiment : 


‘‘He who seeks repentance for the past 
Must woo the Angel Virtue in the future.’

An 
arm, leg, and head of the woman were 
missing, and only the lower extremi- 
ties of the boy were found. The re- 
mains were taken in charge by the 
Indians and baried.
